An extrac e llular matrix comprising 
th e ins e ct a silkworm -derived water-soluble chitin according to any one of claims A 6 having 
a degree of deacetvlation of 45 to 55%, which is prepared by dissolving a silkworm-derived 
chitin in a concentrated alkali water solution and allowing the resultant high viscosity 
alkaline chitin water solution to stand . 

8. (currently amended) An e xtrac e llular The matrix for cell culture of claim 7 fer 
coating a culture vessel, comprising 0.001% to 1% of th e insect said silkworm -derived water- 
soluble chitin according to any one of claims 4 6 . 

9. (currently amended) An insect cell culture vessel coated with the insect a silkworm - 
derived water-soluble chitin according to any one of claims A 6 having a degree of 
deacetvlation of 45 to 55%, which is prepared by dissolving a silkworm-derived chitin in a 
concentrated alkali water solution and allowing the resultant high viscosity alkaline chitin 
water solution to stand .

12. (currently amended) A process of preparing an insect culture cell line in a short 
period of time according to claim 11, wh e rein a vessel coat e d with th e ins e ct d e riv e d wat e r - 
soluble chitin according to any one of claims A 6 is us e d, and an insect c e ll is cultur e d in the 
insect primary culture medium accordinfi to any on e of claims 1 3 comprising culturing cells 
derived from an insect in a cell culture vessel coated with the matrix for cell culture of claims 
7 or 8 using an insect primary culture medium comprising lactalbumin hydrolvsate, 
veastolate and trvptose phosphate broth as protein extracts and polyvinylpyrrolidone as a 
viscosity-supplementing agent . 

13. (new) The matrix for cell culture of claims 7 or 8, wherein said matrix is in the 
form of a coating. 

14. (new) The matrix for cell culture of claims 7 or 8 wherein said matrix is in the 
form of a coating obtained by air drying an aqueous solution of said silkworm water-soluble 
chitin. 
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
